demand psychiatric care. The 
children are recommended by 
the school district doctor and 
parents are charged according 
to their ability to pay. To meet 
the important responsibility of 
developing productive citizens,

the Twin Mothers are planning 
to donate a substantial sum.

The Mothers Club also hopes 
to donate equipment for the 
new Children's Park in Ense­ 
nada. This park is a sister city 
project of Redondn Beach. En- 
senada furnishes the land. 
fence, restrooms, landscaping. 
and majptenence. The wom­ 
en's division of the sister city 
project is furnishing the play­ 
ground equipment.
